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the recently signed free trade deal , 
special care was taken to exclude the 
cultural sector from most provisions of the 
agreement. But many leaders in the culture in- 
dustry are very concerned that loopholes in 
the agreement and the overall impact of conti- 
nental economic homogenization may all but 
destroy the sector.

Caroline Heath is the editor and 
owner of Fifth House Books and 
chair of the Literary Press Group, a 
sub-group of the Association of Ca- 
nadian Publishers (ACP). Al- 
though the ACP has not opposed 
free trade explicitly, they are very 
concerned about several poten- 
tially damaging ambiguities in the 
final text. 

From her offices in Saskatoon, 
Heath discussed at length some of 
the concerns independent Cana- 
dian publishers have with the free 
trade deal. 

Daily: What does the publishing in- 
dustry stand to gain from free trade, 
and what are the potential losses? 
Heath: In publishing, I think we 
already have something of a free 
trade agreement, and have had for 
some time. There's a zero-rated 
tariff on books going both ways 
across the border. What we're con- 
cerned about are the other things 
which may come along with free 
trade, such as increased American 
investment. Ttys is a very serious 
concern for Canadian publishing. 

The industry is very fragile. Most 
of the talk about advantages to 
Canadians concerns access to 
American markets. Candian pub- 
lishers are more concerned about 
retaining access to our domestic 
market. The Canadian-owned pub- 
lishing industry has less than 20 per 
cent of the book trade in Canda. 
And it's been a long struggle to get 
that much. I don't think there's 
another country in the world which 
is so dominated by books from 
outside its borders. 

Nobody is fantasizing about ac- 
cess to American markets. Retain- 
ing access to the domestic market is 
the concern of most of the cultural 
industry with regard to free trade. 
We see what has happened in film, 
for example, where we don't con- 
trol the distribution network. This 
is why American take-overs of our 
companies are a real concern. 
Daily: Are there any proposed controls 
over American investment? 

Heath: The government has somp 
thing called the Federal Investment 
Review Agency which has exam- 
ined take-overs of Canadian pub- 
lishing companies. Under free 
trade, if a take-over involves more 
than a certain amount of money, it's 
subject to review. Our main con- 
cern js that there is still no hard and 
fast precedent set in these sorts of 
cases. The details of the review 
process are unknown. 

Daily: What about subsidies to indus- 



tries, might these be affected? 

Heath: The support structurcs'we 
have in place right now might be 
damaged. There is concern that the 
Americans might consider these 
structures an unfair advantage. 
Without support from the Canada 
Council and various provincial 
agencies, no publisher could sur- 
vive in this country. We have 
economies of scale. With a popula- 
tion ratio of ten to one, the Ameri- 
cans can just add one tenth to their 
print run, and it's very economical. 
Fora Canadian publisher to try and 
compete at that price is virtually 
impossible. You simply can't pro- 
duce at that scale, your unit cost has 
to be higher. 

This doesn't just affect fiction and 
poetry, we're talking about non- 
fiction as well. Textbooks are a big 
concern. One thing which may go 
under a free trade agreement is a 
preferential buying system. 

Daily: The Ontario government, for 
instance, has a policy that Canadian 
textbooks be purchased over American 
whenever available. What would hap- 
pen if such a system were dismantled? 
Heath: If there isn't a preferential 
buying system, the school boards 
are obviously going to buy the 
cheapest books they can get, which 
will undoubtedly be American 
ones. They can just do an over-run 
of ten per cent for the Candian 
market. So we end up having 
American textbooks, just like we 
have American television, Ameri- 
can movies, and ultimately we 
don't have a Canadian identity. 
Daily: But wouldn't these various 
subsidies be exempt, because they're in 
the cultural sector? 

Heath: It's one of our major con- 
cerns. They certainly arc subsidies, 
there's no way they could be con- 
strued as anything other. Whether 
American industry will consider 
them unfair remains to be seen. 



which may put far too much power 
in the hands of American industry. 

Right after the 'cultural exemp- 
tion' clause, there is a 'notwith- 
standing' clause which is very ob- 
scure. It seems to provide a loop- 
hole for the Americans to take re- 
taliatory measures to any situation 
which they feel gives us unfair 
advantage. Unfortunately, it's the

They're supposed to be exempt, 
and the federal government was 
very proud of the proviso that cul- 
tural industries would be exempt 
from the agreement.

Americans who decide what is 
unfair advantage. 

Here in Saskatchewan, the Minis- 
ter of Industry told representatives 
of the cultural industries that the 
Americans demanded that clause 



to prevent Canada from selling any 
old kind of commodity and passing 
it off as a cultural commodity. For 
example, we could try to sell pigs 
and say pigs are part of the Cana- 
dian culture. 

So the Americans arc concerned 
that we might try and expand our 
definition of cultural. Our concern 
is that the Americans might try to 
narrow it. People who have been 
involved in culture industries 
know how hard it is to convince our 
own government agencies that 
products are cultural. They think 
that anything that is sold is a com- 
mcrical product, not a cultural one. 
And most people who have had 
experience with the Americans say 
they tend to think much more 
commercially than Canadians. So 
it's conceivable they could try to 
argue that a variety of articles we 
consider cultural are actually com- 
mercial, and therefore not exempt. 
Textbooks arc the primary concern 



in this respect. It's the vagueness o 
the clause that is worrisome. 
Daily: It sounds as if the cultural in 
dust ries place very little trust in the Ca 
nadian government. 

Heath: Well, at the same time th« 
government is saying cultural in 
dustries are exempt, there are al 
ready other indications that they're 
not totally exempt. One example i: 
the recording industry, which cur 
rently enjoys a 13 per cent tariff 
Because ofithis, there is a small 
Canadian recording industry, 
which of course records mainly 
Canadian artists. We got it out ol 
our minister during the public hear 
ings that this tariff on records com- 
ing into the country is going to be 
eliminated. The recording industry 
anticipates being virtually wiped 
out because of this. 

Daily: The APC also expressed con- 
cern over the subsidized postal rate. 
What exactly is their concern? 
Heath: There are currently postal 
subsidies for Canadian books and 
magazines. The government had 
threatened to eliminate this. The 
Canadian publishing industry has

Freeman's encounters Culture Xin its phase of sexual frustration. Because his guide claims 
she is his mother, she must take him for her ritualistic practice of intercourse. In his trance 
states, Richard goes through this experience. 

After sex, his mother no longer has any use for him, and he is cut off entirely from Culture 
X. He not only becomes depressed, he becomes pregnant. His pseudocyesis (phantom 
pregnancy) comes complete with morning sickness and a protruding abdomen. On the 
morning of his death, Richard claims to have miscarried. His death is a peculiar one. After 
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the miscarriage, Richard spontaneously combusts. There are no remains save the soles of his 
shoes. 

The exhibit is meticulously detailed and complete — Purdy presents a wealth of data and 
artifacts. There are language charts, playing cards, whistles and drawings of plans for the set- 
tlement as a whole, the two cities (male and female), living huts and the Ovens of Prophecy. 
Purdy creates three-dimensional models for all the plans. All the objects reflect an apprecia- 
tion for beauty and delicacy. The medical data consists of doctor's notes, recordings of the 
patient's trance states and excerpts from his personal diary. There arc several test results and 
photographs of the patient during his trance states and his pseudocyesis. It 

t is compiled with great precision and thoroughness. 

According to Purdy, the entire project came to him through dreams. "I 
know and listen to my subconscious," he says. During these periodsof lucid 
dreams — a state of half sleep and half consciousness — visions and stories 
come to him. 

"I work like an archaeologist. While the archaeologist digs up his artifacts, 

I dream of mine and then make them. 
The story then formulates around the 
f-j. various objects."

ogy in his past projects. "I feel that art 
lacks discipline or rigour. The use of 
science can bring this back to art. Likewise, I can inject creativity, imagination and a sense of 
humour into the scientific fields." Purdy is aiming primarily at a science-oriented audience. 
He wishes to create alternate realities which challenge and reflect our own world. "1 have 
more to say to scientists, although my work can stand alone as art." Culture X is the first of 
his shows to be displayed in a commercial art gallery. In the past, his work has been shown 
in anthropological centres or science museums. Much of his writing has appeared in 
scientific publications, and has been well-rccieved. 

"I am well aware that I'm breaking new ground," he said. Purdy's work is unique and 
bizarre. Unlike much of today's art, it possesses substance and scientific logic. It is work 
which can be appreciated on many different levels — yet full absorption of his work is most 
rewarding.

The leaning pillar of

In its editorial introduction, the first 
issue of the new ASUS magazine The 
Pillar presents a mandate that hearkens 
back to 1877's McGill Gazette, which 
shunned both "small talk" and "stu- 
dents' yearning after the infinite." The 
Gazette, we arc told, was thus "full of 
articles about the Glee Club and critiques 
of Kant." The similarly haphazard con- 
tents of December's Pillar suggest that it 
too aims at that nebulous middle- 
ground between the profound and the 
banal. 

The launch issue of the Arts and Sci- 
ence Undergraduate Society magazine 
includes features that range from a his- 
torical overview of the concept of prog- 
ress to an indepth examination of McGill 
frats. It alsocontainsa smattering of liter- 
ary efforts by student writers. In fact, the 
first impression conveyed by the table of 
contents is that the editorstook whatever 
they got. 

This is unfortunate, in that it leaves 
the reader untouched by what seems to 
be a cold assemblage of random mate- 
rial. What was theeditorial intent? Man- 
aging editor Alix MacLean explains that 
"because it's an ASUS publication, the 
aim was to interest both Arts and Science 
students. We're trying hard to get real 
science stories for the next issue." 

ASUS seems to be taking its responsi- 
bilities to its constituency to the letter, 
making its decisions to some degree on a 
populist basis. The $10 000 budget for 
The Pillar's quarterly publication plans 
has come partially out of the pocket of 
the ASUS's annual literary publication. 
The Scrivener, because (according to 
MacLean) "it's fairly well-known that 
not many Arts and Sdence students are 
involved in the Scrivener or read it." 

The argument is very faulty. The edi- 
torial in The Pillar itself speculates that 
"McGill's finest moments came under 



the auspices of F.R. Scott and The McGill 
Fortnightly Review ." The quality and 



fame of that magazine was earned by 
"the Montreal Group" of poets— actu- 
ally a small coterie of McGill students. 
Under the involvement-quota formula 
that ASUS is now using, tnc Fortnightly 
Review would never get published. 

Furthermore, the ASUS is not going to 
cancel Scrivener, which might provoke 
an outcry from McGill's concerned 
young poets and prose stylists. The 
magazine will continue to publish, but 
with depleted resources. More issues 
"(though perhaps not fortnightly) might 
get some adrenalin pumping through a 
literary magazine that ought to be a more 
prominent part of university life. 

Judging from its first issuo,Thc Pillar 
is a pretty poor substitute. Its lack of 
editorial focus has already been men- 
tioned. Worse is its lack of editorial stan- 
dards and basic journalistic know-how. 

The literary material is at a fairly stan- 
dard "college poetry" level. Much of it 
shows sensitivity and intelligence, but 
needs the attentions of a good literary 
editor to prune away pretentious pas- 
sages and tangential wanderings. An- 
drew Burgess' and Henry Israeli's pieces 
in particular could have been very effec- 
tive with a little less clutter. 

The quality of the news features is 
even more troubling. Besides clumsy 
phrasings and wild swings from the col- 
loquial to the formal (between and even 
within articles), the content of the maga- 
zine begs questioning. The serious 
analysis in Eric Lay's report on Christo- 
pher Lasch's critique of Western narcis- 
sism is less credible when preceded by an 
empty piece about fraternities called 
"The Greeks Don't Want No Freaks". 
This article purports to examine the fra- 
ternity phenomenon in detail but it has 
an obvious apologist bias. 

For example, its history of fraternity 
life at McGill includes the claim that the 
renewal of frat activity in the 1980s hap- 
pened because protest and idealism 
were "revealed to be a sham". The cyni- 
cal implications of that statement are

Potatoes purports to be a collection of folk music, but its scope 
is wider and much more twisted than that. Ralph Records was 
founded by anonymous San Francisco group The Residentsin the 
early seventies, and they've since built it into a mail-order em- 
pire— selling albums and oher paraphenalia associated with the 
band's deconstructionist rot'n'roll, all while shielding their identi- 
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cry school teachers chanting "Potatoes, potatoes, pot 
an "unknown modem artist in the style of an unknc 
chian artist" singing about the dastardly Billy Bee. 
yields a new cross-cultural tingle to the hair on the I 
knees, promising that the next folk renaissance will I 
deeply disturbed. 
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anchorpcrson Peler Mansbridge lacks 
context, but it wisely raises the question 
of media distortion and the temptationof 
Canadian journalists to take jobs in the 
United States. But elsewhere in the 
magazine the political content is more 
disturbing. 

The fraternity article, for example, 
docs not investigate sororities, and con- 
tains only one comment from a woman. 
That single quote implies that it is all 
right for women to feel raped at 'mixers' 
"if they want to provide us with a house 
and free beer." This precedent confuses 
the reader in Julie Crawford's story 
"What She's Feeling" later in the issue. 
The ambiguities of the piece imply cither 
that all sex is rape or tnat rape docs not 
bother promiscuous women. I do not 
believe that either of these messages

have missed the chance to clarify. 

Similarly, "Fear and Loathing in Har- 
vard Yard" is mostly about the McGill 
women's rugby team but is written by a 
man and includes diary-like digressions 
about meeting a disenchanted soldier in 
Harvard Squareand whether Harvard is 
a party school. Throughout this unfo- 
cussed article the women of the team arc 
referred to as "girls", and it is noted 



approvingly that they "seemed to have 
no problems singing incredibly sexist 
male songs" and that "all they wanted to 
do was... to be one of the boys." 

When asked about the sexism, 
MacLean responded in an embarrassed 
tone. 'If there was [sexism], that was an 
error. We don't want to take any particu- 
lar stand," she said. The problem seems 
not to be with the values of the editorial 
board but with their unfamiliarity with 



the effects that an assemblage of words 
can have. Hopefully this will improve 
from issue to issue. 

Despite its populist bias, the Pillar 
seems well-intentioned. MacLean says 
the next issue will be "bigger, better — 
that's our main objective." Like an 
elected politician, if the Pillar is to serve 
its constituency it must act carefully out 
of its own conscience and express its own 
vitality. 



Chomsky hits the high seas 






Pirates and Emporers: International 
Terrorism in the Real World 
Noam Chomsky, 1987 
Black Rose Books, $14.95

Yon probably know about Chomsky; he is a 
fanatical supporter of the PLO whojfasset 
new standards for intellectual dimoncsto 
and personal vindictiveness in his writing^ 
about the Middle East. i 

This is part of a letter tqthc British 
Journal, Index on Censorsh ibf' frofU«U,S. 
Assistant Secretary of $tatc,\Ellj[ot 
Abrams. The letter asks tmWHt redÿ br à 
censor an article submitted by MITJUn-,. 5 
guistics Professor Noam Chomsky. NM 
Chomsky treasures his copy of this / 
letter, which he considers a "letter of/ 
recommendation," telling him he's "oiy 
the right track." Pirates and Emperors, his 
latest book on the Middle East explains! 
this attitude.. % 

The title, a metaphor for the U.S.'s \ 
treatment of many Arab countries, ' 
comes from St. Augustine, who wrote of> 
an exchange between a captured pirat^ 
and Alexander the Great. " 'How dare 
you molest the sea?,' asked Alexander^ 
'How dare you molest the whole wojjdr 
the pirate replied. 'Because I dojt*wth a 
little ship, I am called a thief^ÿou, doing 
it with a great navy^fg'called an cm^ s 

The book's ccnjyjil jn&aph6t reiterates 
an older analogy, compariqgjthe use of 
violence by groups and individuals as 
"retail terrorism" wf(h tft&use of vio- 
lence by the United Staïcifand its clients 
as "wholesale terrorism." Four years 
have passed since Chomsky's last major 
work on the Middle East appeared — The 
Fateful Triangle: Israel, the United Stales 
and the Palestinians. In what is generally 
conceded as the most complex political 
situation in the world, Chomsky pro- 
vides incisive and clear analysis. His 
essential thesis is historical — American 
foreign policy is based on the same inter- 
ests which have traditionally motivated 
'empires'. 



Many simplistic political analystists 
blame Reagan for the escalation of ten- 
sions in the Middle East. But according to 
Chomsky, the roots of "international 
terrorism, in the non-Orwcllian sense," 
lie much deeper than the man whom 
Chomsky says is incapable of lying be- 
cause he lacks the capacity to know the 
truth. 

As with most of Chomsky's political 
writings. Pirates and Emperors focusses

While much of Pirates and Emperors 
covers ground already covered in The 
Fateful Triangle, Chomsky does turn his 
sights on the propaganda and "demon- 
ology" surrounding the United States' 
attack on Libya in April, 1986 and other 



incidents of 'terrorism'. 

The chapter on Libya is a penetrating 
look at how the Western propaganda 
system turned a country from "a bit 
player" in the game of international ter- 
rorism, to an "evil scourge," led by a 
"mad dog." Chomsky dredges up all the 
Cl A and State Department machinations 
about Libyan hit men roaming Capitol 
Hill, looking for Reagan or attempting to 
invade the Sudan across six hundred 
miles of desert. Yet his most disturbing 
observation is that the Western press 
upheld such^brications without any 
factual sij&stantiation. 

The Americaqattackitsclf was justified 
wUhdraudulcril evidence of Libyan in- 
ydltfement iq'Ahe bombing of a West 
/ferlin nighfelub, staged for prime time 
^fëtèvision— pm. Eastern Standard 
major U.S. networks

/ The media ignored the fact that a few 
• minutes before the attack, the Pentagon 
had only "suspicions" of Libyan involve- 
ment, whereas ten days before they had 
"solid evidence." It served to arouse 
"jingoist passions at home and help pre- 
^ pare the ground for ramming through 
^^pport for the contras a few months 

Libya's "atrocities," (the assasination 
of 14 Lib yan dissidents) are described by 
..Amnesty InUfrf&tional as "remarkable" 
^because they cafe in fact, be counted. On 
Thrive t h ciyhÿnd^t h e casualties of the 
emperorsanatheir clients mount cease- 
lessly, qtitnc Gaza strip and in Lebanon. 

TnP’book concludes without any 
happy prescriptions for action, as with 
Turning the Tide, but with an almost glib 
warning about heading into "hazardous 
times." 

Pirates and Emperors was first released in 
1987 by the Soijth End Press, in Boston. The 
first Canadian, edition, published by 
Montréal's Black' Rose Books, includes an 
extra chapter on the role of the U.S. in the 
Middle East, and a much more interesting

The diversity and quality of the work 
of local artists is easily seen right now 
with a stroll up St-Laurent. Three paral- 
lel non-profit galleries there are exhibit- 
ing elaborate mixed media work by 
Montréal artists. 

At Oboro, Francois Girard has set up 
a video installation, "Couleur/Color." ' 
Three tables in a row at the center of a 
darkened room reflect black light pro- 
jected from boxes above them. Temporal 
patterns arc created as lights flicker on 
and off, revealing the particular sensitiv- 
ity of this musician-artist to rhythm. 
Girard's statements stress the impor- 
tance of a sensual rather than a theoreti- 
cal experience of his work. Its meaning, 
he writes, lies on the "perceptual level" 
where colour "is conceived as a crude 



structural material engaged in a lan- 
guage of the senses." With the simple 
forms of table top squares and the stark 
colour of black light, Girard seeks to 
uncover the essence of colour as music. 

Up the street at Dazibao, Cheryl Simon 
has developed a markedly different 
approach with "Impulse". Subtitled "A 
Biological Impulse/ A Social and Cul- 
tural Determination," Simon's show 
centers around stereotypes of femininity 
as they arc learned and lived in child- 
hood. Colour photographs and stills 
culled from 8mm home movies are used 
to document the process of socialization 
which initiates girls into gender-specific 
understandings and expectations of 
themselves. 

Grouped in pairs and scries, the prints 
catchand frame images the way they arc 
sometimes imprinted into memory — 



grainy, off-balance, at once nostalgic and 
absurd. Rowsof ornamental tcacupsand 
saucers, flowers, lace, tulip skirts, wired 
bathing suits and weddings set against a 
backdrop of suburban lawns create a 
typical North American middle-class 
setting. This isn't everyone's childhood 
but the artist believes it is recognizable 
enough to feel familiar. 

For Simon, who arrived at photogra- 
phy after film school, "Impulse" is an 
attempt to restructure and subvert such 
traditional narratives as "Cinderella" 
and "The Frog Prince". 

Upstairs at Powerhouse, Laurie 
Walker exhibits recent sculptures which 
evolved out of this artist's awareness of 
artistic and literary history and her fasci- 
nation with the intersection of fantasy 
and objective reality. Her multimedia 
constructions are whimsical combina- 



tions of abstract and referential forms: a 
turtle emerging from a block of graphite, 
a butterfly created by multicoloured re- 
flections painted onto a glass plate 
"pond." 

Walker's largest work, "Producing 
Monsters", takes its name from a 19th 
century etching by Francisco Goya . But 
in contrast to the Romantic artist who 
portrayed human irrationality as a cata- 
clysmically destructive force, Walker 
explores the playful face of the absurd. 
Her papier-machd moon turns on its axis 
like a rôtisserie chicken, while a photo 
image of the man in the moon looks 
askance from its perch on the wall.

Well, 
these were the public hearings we 
attended, and we knew we had 
been used to fill out his statistics. 
They weren't public hearings. We 
had had no opportunity to express 
our views on free trade, and no 
opportunity to submit briefs. 
Daily: It seems as if the vagueness of 
the deal is what has most people con- 
cerned. 

Heath: This is what bothers every- 
body. There's a feeling that this is a 
classic backroom deal. I think the 
fact it was signed behind closed 
doors is very symbolic of the entire 
nature of the agreement. 

The reason I think there's some 
degree of support for free trade is 
that the government has been fo- 
cussing on access to American 
markets. Some sectors of the Cana- 
dian economy stand to gain from 
this, and that's great, but nobody's 
been talking about the industries 
that arc going to be wiped out. And 
nobody talks about the whole thing 
from the American standpoint— 
what they stand to gain. 

In my mind, access to markets is 
only a small part of the deal. Of 
course, the concept of opening new 
markets sounds exciting. It sounds 
expansionist, but it's only valid for 
a few industries. In the long term, I 
think our loss will be not only our 
cultural but also our economic and 
political autonomy.
